Under the laws relating to artificial 
limbs and apparatus, or commutation 
therefor, the surgeon-general of the 
army gave orders during the last fiscal 
year tor 94 legs, I foot and 6 arms. 
He Issued commutation 
certificates 
for 1,667 cases of amputated leg, 1,669 
of amputated arm, 40 of amputated 
foot, and 1,777 cases of loss of use of 
limb. 
Under the act of June 17, 1870, and 
subsequent amendments to that law, 
the 
surgeon-general 
furnished 
arti­ 
ficial limbs or apparatus to 23,627 dis­ 
abled soldiers and sailors. 
Of this 
number 13,861 have died; 692 Lave 
been dropped from the rolls, and 571 
have been rejected. At the end of the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1912, 8,613 
remained on the rolls, a loss of 893 
beneficiaries during the year.
